I got them at the Post Office, went to our local paper, called tie 
AP in Baltimore (which has yet to return them), seat them a' set, leffi a set at 
the pspsr for it tins and the FBI (which I also phone d, and it only took them 
two days to get the pictures, which they hare yet to Comment). This was, as I 
recall, April .20. Then Ramparts was organizing s Sing Assassination Committee 
and asked me to serre on this. I agreed, spoke to Bensky, and offered to hold 
these pictures for him or to use them in a scheduled Minneapolis press conference 
5/14 to attract attention to the new committee. Mg that 1 send them to him 

instaad, end this ^ did, immediately. This, Y hare no aount at all, is how 
Turner got them. Me. As an^ unabashed literary thief, so indiscriminate and unoriginal 
he purloins error, ou will note that it was not until une that he used these in 
the SF paper® Subsequently he said he noted this personally as soon as the 
picture of the sketch was printed. Then it took him almost two months to do anythins:.
